the moon i evolves in her course in the 
heavens, a counteipait wheels this way 
on the watch's dial, showing every 
change 
Advancing around the next

A REPUBLICAN 


representative visited the meeting on 
Sunday and mingled with the quaint- 
looking people and heard the voluntary 
exhortations, not forgetting to view with 
pardonable curiosity the simple manners 
and odd dress of this religions people. 
There were delegates or messengers pres- 
ent from every state in the Union, with 
one delegate from Wyoming territory. 
The gray-haired elders, ranging in years 
from 60 to 85, occupied the central posi- 
tion in the council, a large wooden 
structure with open sides and ends. 
They included the venerable Elders 
Henry Davy, William Cassell, Joseph 
Cover, George V. Siler, Abram Florey, 
all of Ohio; Jacob Miller and William S. 
Noe, of Cerro '.Gordo, I1L; George Long, 
of Michigan; Solomon Stamey, of Iowa; 
Abram and Jacob Florey, of Indiana, 
and many others. 
The committee in 


charge of the arrangements for the big 
meeting were: Abram Fisher, foreman; 
Jacob Wise, treasurer; Isaac Wagoner, 
corresponding secretary; Lewis Kuns, 
Ephraim Berry, Jacob Florey and Jacob 
Oakes, of Cerro Gordo; Brothers Wolf, 
of Astoria, John 0. Beckner, of Virden, 
and William Forney, of Smithboro. 
These gentlemen planned the affair and 
superintended all work for the enter- 
tainment of delegates, erecting the coun- 
cil tent, seating 900 people, and also the 
large dining hall where there were plates 
for 576 people at one time. 
It took over 


15,000;feet of lumber to put up the build- 
ings, and in the dining hall were 750 
tin cups, 34 dozen knives and forks, 34 
dozen spoons, 12 tin buckets, 14 tubs, 12 
baskets, 24 dish pans, 12 dippers, 75 coffee 
pots, 6 stove boilers, 75 pans, 1 huge wa- 
ter tank, and in the hall Foreman Fisher, 
with a large corps of assistants, worked 
faithfully to furnish free entertainment 
for the crowd. No one was allowed to 
pay a cent. At the noon hour no less 
than 3000 people were fed, but before the 
guests sat down the brethren joined in a 
song of thanksgiving instead of saying 
grace. Each person was given a half 
loaf of bread, a tincup of coffee, pickles, 
plenty ot boiled beef and butter. The 
society had ordered 1,000 loaves ot 
bread from Decatnr for use on Sunday, 
but got only 250 loaves. The supply of 
bread was short. A strike among the 
contractor's men was the cause of the 
shortage. 


There was no afternoon service, but 


just before dark all the Dunkers assem- 
bled in the council tent and participated 
in the love feast, at which the feet wash- 
ing ordinance was observed with great 
solemnity. The men washed each other's 
feet in turn, and the women who were 
seated on the opposite side of the tent 
performed the same office for each other. 


The business of the meeting will be 


disposed of to-morrow. It w'll be mainly 
the consideration of queries in regard to 
church and other matters. These que- 
ries often occasion considerable discus- 
sion. They come from the various socie- 
ties in the United States. 


HISTOBIOAL. 


The following interesting history of the 


orignal society is taken fiom Hie Amon- 
can Encyclopedia: 


Dunkcis 01 i'unkeis, a icliglous denomination 


founded in 1703, at Scl,wai/.en,m, (lernuuiy, by 
Ale\andei Mack und seven otheib.who, without 
any knowledge o£ the existence ol otliei Bap- 
tists, weie led by leading the Jllble to the leiec- 
tion o£ paedobaptism. 'I he name DiinKei 01 
Tunkcr (from the (ierman timlta, to dip) was 
originally given them asanlekmune to distin- 
guish them fiom tli« llenomtcs Ihey aiealso 
called Tiimblcis fiom then mode ot baptism, 
wlnclm by pulling the poison while kneeling 
hc.id liral iindei \\itoi liny lue also called 
Herman r.,iptlsts, while they tliemselves UKe 
tliu mum- o£ Brethren 
In (iernun> tlicj estab- 


lished two societies in addition to tlio ongmal 
congregation, hut these ueie soon diiwn by 
peisecntlon toOiefeld and Holland, while tlio 
congregation moved voluntarily to Fuesland. 
Between 1719 and 1729 they all emigrated to 
Ameika, to which tlie denomination has since 
been confined. They :uo most numeious in 
Pennsylvania, Maiyland, ViiRinia, Ohio and 
Indiana. 
According to lecent statistic* they 


have over BOO chinches, with moie than 50,000 
communicants. 
Their clitneli Rovemment Is 


neaily the same as that ol other Uapthts except 
that every brother is allowed to e\liort. When 
they tlnd a man apt to teach they choose him to 
be their minister and ordain linn by lajing on 
oE hands, attended with feasting and prayei and 
giving the right hand of fellowship. They also 
have deacons and deaconesses. From among 
the teachers who have been tiled they choose 
bishops. Aneldei among them is, in geneial, 
the first or oldest chosen teacher in a congiega- 
tlon which has no bishop. Iheii anuiul meet- 
ing in May is attended by the bishops, teaclic is 
and other lepiesentatives chosen by the con- 
gregations. Impoitant cases biought befote 
these meetings are m general decided by a 
com- 


mittee of five of the oldest bishops, lliey use 
great plainness of diess and language, like the 
society of Friends, and, like them, they nelthei 
take oaths nor fight. They will not go to law, 
and until lately the taking of interest on money 
was not allowed among tlieni They celebi ate 
the Lord's Supper, with accompanying usages of 
love feasts, the washing of feet, the kiss of 
clvailtyandthe light hand of fellowship. They 
anoint the sick with oil for iccovery and use 
trine immersion with laying ono£ hands and 
prayer, even while the person baptized Is in the 
water. They believe in general redemption, 
though it is with them not an article of faith. 


NOTES OF THE DAI. 


Hundreds of tanners were at the grove 


with their families. 
Many of them 


brought their dinners with them. 


The proprietors ot the refreshment 


stands did a big business, though they 
were forbidden by the Dunkers to put up 
the stands. 


The peculiar dress of the Dunker wo- 


men attracted much attention. At the 
meeting all wore pretty white swiss caps, 
and many of the mothers had babes in 
their arms. Even the little ones had on 
white caps. 


The women were attired in very plain 


dresses, but of the very best material—in 
some cases "ilka and satins. All wore 
the regulation sun bonnet. 


The men looked something like Quak- 


ers in their suits of black cloth and jeans. 
Each wore a black felt hat. 


The 
conservative and 
progressive 


branches ot the German Baptists are 
off- 


shoots of the old society. The old school 
don't believe in hiring preachers, in wear- 
ing fancy clothes, in shaving, in Sunday 
schools, in using pianos or organs, or 
having lightning rods on houses or barns, 
or curtains to the windows ot dwellings. 
All these things, which are allowed by 


jthe new societies, are considered im- 
proper.

J. C. Mark, David Cloyd, J. H. McCoy 
T. B. Albert, J. G. Cloyd, Joe Dinges, 
Bob Suttle, Al. Diehl, and in the crowd 
were noticed Representative Grason, Su- 
pervisors Jones and Manecke, James 
Liohtenberger and others.
